Baildon is a township in the parish of Otley in the Wapentake of Skyrack 
in the West Riding, County of York on River Aire. It stands on a hill about 
300 feet above the river and the name is derived from the terms meaning, 
"Hill of the Beacon! The -MamorHouse, Baildon Hall was built 1553. 
Data gathered at Baildon by Frances Belden Backus. 


Before coming to Ohio,all of William Bassett's girls were industrious. 
The three older girls Eliza, Martha, and Mary worked im a factory. 

The younger ones braided straw for hats. William was a farmer. His 
father Samuel,lame from Bunker Hill was a cabinet maker. 

Aunt Eliza Emerson and Aunt Mary Morgan visited us often and when they 
sat down to visit with Grandma and Auntie, my sister Harriett and I were 
usually where we could hear and g&ther family history. All of them were 
bright and well read and interested in everything as long as they lived. 


We had wisitors from the children of Aunts Martha, Eliza and Mary. 
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We visited the Emersons in Pa. and Morgans in Holmes Co., Ohio. Grandma 

. Stone had a brilliant mind, she became almost entirely deaf at 24 so 
-reading took the place of society and I never knew a woman so well- 
informed in every way. She always had poor health after pneumonia in 1840. 
William Bassett accompanied the Farwells to Keene, Ohio, 18237. In the 
spring of 1828, “Aunt Polly" Farwell returned to NewHampshire to visit her 
parents and to bring her brother's family west. At Keene they hired two 
wagons and a man drove oué and Aunt Polly Aunt Bob" ) the other. They 
drove to Troy, N.Y., took Erie Cand to Buffalo, then a Make boat. It 
stormend so on Lake Erie, they could not land at Cleveland and were 
carried on to Sandusky. ‘When the storm abated they hired two wagons and 
drove to Keene, Ohio. Arzved July 24, 1828. At Sandusky, the Captain 
offered to carry them back to Cleveland but they had had enough water. 


"Nuntie!, Sarah Bassett was a wonderful woman. They had all had good 
education and Auntie began to teach April 1, 1829, teaching 20 years. In 
1841, Grandma's health was so poor, Auntie went to the Stone home in 
Dayton (1841) and thereafter mothered little Maro andkept house for all. 
Afterwrd they lived again in Keene, Clevelind,Whedling, W.Va They lived 
in Wheeling during the Civil War and Grandpa was inthe Army (G@apt.) and 
later Provost Mashall of lst District of W.Va. After the war my grande 
father and father had a shoe store. All were musical. Mamma played and 
sang, Papa played the organ in the Second Presby.Church inWheeling and 
Grandpa led the choir inthe First Presby. Church, taught music in the 
Public Schools of Wheeling and Vocal Music inthe Young LadiesSeminary . 
After we mved to Oambridge, March 24, 1870, my grandfather, mother aaa 
father were in Cambridge First Presby.Choir eahme until death. 

Grandpa led it after he was 78 when felt he coulün't sing, he played 
his wonderful violin. Our minister said ls never knew a violin could 


get religion but that one had it.

Frank, Harriett, and I were all in "Grandpa's Choir". I 
took my father's place and played the organ many years. 

Now Mary Virginia represgnts the fourth generation of Stones 
in our choir. She teaches music and English in High School 
in Coshocton Co. 

Grandpa Stone had a very remarkable tenor voice and had had 
very fine training chiefly under the famous Lowell Mason. 
Dr. Mason wanted him to sing grand opera but Grandma's New 
England conscience forbade it. 

One of my tenderest memories is of a visit in Sept. 1881 to 
Killbuck, Holmes Co.,with Grandpa to see his brother =Samuel 
Reed Stone several years older than he. Said Uncle Sam 
Please sing for me, Ben" and the two stood together, silver 
heads close together and Grandpa sang the "Home of the Soul". 
Everyone present was deeply moved, the next time the brothers 
me tiwas in Reaven for Samuel died 1885 and @randpa in 1891. 
Our three dear old people were so fine to us, motherless, 
fatherless dhildren; so kind, so good and youthful at heart. 
It is one of my dearest joys that we three were privileged 
to care for them all in their declining years. 

Grandpa and Grandma lived until in their eightieth year and 
Auntie was just past 90. She was a wonderful Bible student. 
Quote a fewwords anywhere and she would go on and on and on. 
I reember once When I was impatient as to how things were 
going With us, she suggested I mark all the “loving Kindnesses" 


in the Psdims and I have my book so marked.
